GEORGE MUNRO SUCCEEDS 

JUDGE PRICE GILBERT 


Both Appointments Are Ef- 
fective Only Until Election 
in November, When People 
Will Kill Places. - 


It was learned last night that Gov- 
ernor Harris, as predicted by The Con- 
stitution several days ago, had appoint- 
ed Judge Price Gilbert, of the Chatta- 
hoochee circuit, to succeed the late 
Joseph Henry Lumpkin on the supreme 
court ‘bench and that the appointment 
will be officially announced today. In 
all probability the appointment * of 
George P. Munro, of Buena Vista, to 
take the place of Judge Gilbert on the 
superior court bench will be announced 
at the same time. 

The Constitution has been reliably 
informed that both of these appointees 
were commissioned and sworn in 
Thursday, but the governor would not 
discuss the matter last night, as he 
did not wish to make the official an- 
nouncement until today. 

These appointments will be only 
until the general. election in No- 
vember, at which time the places will 


be filled by the people. G. A. Howard 
has been nominated in Tuesday’s pri- 
mary to succeed Judge Gilbert, whose 
term expires January 1,.1917. The un- 
expired term of Judge Lumpkin is two 
years from January l. 

Was Born in Columbus. 

Judge Gilbert was born in Columbus, 
where his father was a druggist, and 
received his preliminary education in 
the schools there. He graduated at 
Vanderbilt university in the class of 
1883, and the same fall entered the law 
school of Yale university. At Yale 
he was a classmate of Morris Bran- 
don, of this city. Owing to a severe 
attack of typhoid fever he was unable 
to complete his course‘at Yale. 

After he was admitted to the bar, he 
practiced law for @ year or two in At- 
Janta in the office of Mr. Brandon. He 
then returned to Columbus, where he 
_ Was an active member of the bar for a 
number of years before going on the 
bench. He répréesented Muscogee coun- 
ty in the legislature several times and 
was solicitor general of the Chatta- 
hoochee circuit. 

About ten years ago he was appoint- 
ed judge of the superior court to suc- 
ceed Judge W. A. Little, who had re- 
signed. Subsequently he was elected to 
the same position by the people. 

Mr: Munro was born about fifty 
years ago and has lived all of his life 
in Marion county. He graduated from 
Emory college in the class of 1887. He 
served in the state senate with Gov- 
ernor Harris in 1894-95. He has been 
an active mentber of the Buena Vista 
bar and has a wide circle of friends 
throughout the circuit. He is chair- 
man of the board of trustees of the 
Fourth District Agricultural school and 
an officer of the alumni association of 
Emory university. _He has taken great 
interest in the cause of education and 
has been identified with the Fourth 
District Agricultural school since its 
establishment. 

Friends Urge Appointment. 

Strong delegations of his friends 
throughout the circuit have urged his 
appointment. Others who have re- 
ceived strong indorsements are A. P. 
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JUDGE PRICE GILBERT,

Athens, September 14.—(Via London, 
September 15.)—The entente powers 
are not satisfied with the program out- 
lined by M. Dimitracopulos, whose ac- 
ceptanee of the premiership was based 
on full power to control the national 
policy. M. Dimitracopulos has, there- 
fore, abandoned his effort to form a 
cabinet. .

Demanded Full Power. 

Athens, September 13.—(Via London, 
September 14.)—M. Dimitracopulos has 
asked King Constantine to allow him 
forty-eight hours in which to consult 
his friends before deciding as- to 
whether he will undertake the for- 
mation. of a new cabinet. The former 
minister of justice also wishes to sound 
the ministers of the entente before 
reaching a decision. 

M. Dimitracopulos is ‘known to have 
declared that his acceptance of the pre- 
miership will only be made on the basis 
that he is given full power to control 
the national policy. He will insist that 
his hands must be free to take what- 
ever steps the present crisis calls fur, 
even to entry of Greece into the war. 

The Britisn legation today informed 
Garret Droppers, the American min- 
ister, that the Greeks have surrendered 
to. the Bulgarians the last of -the forts 
defending the seaport of Kavala, in 
northeastern Greece. 

Several of the forts were occupied 
some time ago by the Bulgarians. War-

BIG PACIFIC LINER 


423 Persons Taken From 
Congress — Rescue Ships 
Found Liner Wrapped in 
Flames. 


FRANTIC PASSENGERS 
FIGHT OVER BOATS 


Captain, However, Man- 
aged to Control Situation 
and All Were Brought 
Safely to Shore. 


Marshfield, Ore., September 14.—Fire 
tonight completely destroyed the Pa- 
cific Coast company’s liner Congress, 
two miles off Coos bay bar. Several 
vessels, which rushed to her assist- 
ance in response to distress calls, help- 
ed remove her 263 passengers and a 
crew of 170. No lives were lost. 

When the dredge Michie and the gas 
schooner Tillamook reached the Con- 
gress they found the liner almost com- 
pletely shrouded in smoke and the pas- 
sengers fighting frantically to enter 
the life boats. Despite the stress of the 
situation, however, Captain N. E. 
Cousins and his crew, managed to main- 
tain control and the work of transfer- 
ring the people aboard to the rescue 
vessels was carried out in an orderly 
manner. 

Before the last boat load, in which 
was Captain Cousins, left the Congress 
the smoke and heat were almost un- 
bearable. Flames were shooting out of 
the ventilators and up the passage- 
ways. 

Flames Envelop Ship. 

Soon afterward the flames enveloped 
the ship from stem to stern lighting 
the sky to a crimson hue. With the 
wind and tide the steamer then began 
drifting in toward the spit of Coos bay. 

The dredge Michie docked at North 
Bend,’ near here, tonight with all the 
passengers and the crew of the steamer 
Congress safe on board. Not a person 
was injured. 

The fire was discovered at about 3 
p. m., near the second hold in the 
steering cabin. No word was received 
from the Congress, nowever, regarding 
the fire until nearly 5..p..m.. At that 
time the steamer was running for Coos 
bay. She came to a stop off the bay 
bar at 4:30 and the dredge Michie soon 
was at the scene. Boats were loweréd 
at once. The gasoline schooner Tilla- 
mok arrived just before the last of 
the passengers were removed from the 
forward deck of the Congress, where 
watchers on shore could see flames 
shooting as night fell, obscuring the 
burning vessel from sight. é‘ 

Largest in Fleet. 

San Francisco, September 14.—The 
Congress, which ts the largest vessel 
in the fleet,of the Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship company, left here yesterday for 
Seattle with 216 first cabin passengers 
and 37 in the steerage. One hundred 
and twelve of the passengers were from 
southern California ports. Captain N. 
E. Cousins is in command of the Con- 
gress, and the steamer carries a crew 
of about 170. 

The Congress, which was built in 
1913 at Camden, N. J., at a cost of 
$1,250,000, is a steel steame m3 
tons, 424 feet long and, ret broad. 
She is the finest’vessel on the run 
betweth-San Fraijicisco and Seattle. E. 
C. Ward, vice president of the Pacific 
‘Coast Steamship company, and H. 
Brandt, representing the passenger de- 
partment, left Seattle tonight on a spe- 
cial train for Marshfield for the pur- 
pose of rendering all possible aid to 
the passengers of the Congress.

Immediately after the shooting Cars- 
well was brought to Macon ana taken 
to the Macon hospital for an opera- 
tion, while Shannon was brought here 
by Sheriff E. E. Wimberly, of Twiggs 
county, and iodged in the Bibb county 
jail to await the outcome of Carswell's 
injuries. 

Carsweil was accompanied here by 
his brother, George H. Carswell, og 
Irwinton, state senator from the Wil- 
kinson county district, and his cousins, 
J. A. Carsweil, Dr. N. TIT. Carswell, of 
Irwinton, and Drs. 8. W. Jones and EI.

GREEKS 10 GERMANY 


Germans Admit Invasion of 
Greek Macedonia and Say 
Greek Commander Asked 
Protection for Troops. 


Berlin, September 14.—-An official an- 
nouncement issued under date of Sep- 
tember 13 says an arrangement has 
been made to bring to Germany the 
Greek troops which were at Kavala at 
the time of the arrival of the Bulgarian 
forces which occupied the eastern por- 
tion of Greek Macedonia. The announce- 
ment shows that German troops co-op- 
erated with the Bulgarians in the oc- 
cupation of this territory. & 

The announcement follows: 

“German and Bulgarian troops were 
forced to enter Greek Macedonia to 
counterbalance the attacks of General 
Sarrail (commander of the _ entente 
forces on the Macedonian front.) The 
fourth Greek ariny corps remained be- 
hind the Bulgarian left wing which ad- 
vanced as far as the Struma. This 
army corps was fully equipped in Seres, 
Drama and Kavala. Measures were 
taken by the entente to cause these 
Greek troops to take sides with it or 
to meet a fate similar to that which 
befell part of the troops of the eleventh 
division at Saloniki. Free communica- 
tion with Athens was checked and per- 
mission to communicate with the au- 
thorities was refused arbitrarily by the 
entente. 

Asked for Protection, 

“The commanding general of the 
fourth Greek army corps at Kavala, 
faithful to the will of the chief com- 
mander and legally constituted govern- 
ment’s policy of maintaining neutrality, 
and in view of the unsupportable situa- 
tion of the troops under his command, 
menaced by famine and. disease, has 
been compelled to proceed on his own 
authority. On September 12 he asked 
the chief German coinmander to pro- 
tect his brave troops, loyal to the king 
to relieve them of the pressure of the 
entente and provide shelter and food 
for them. , 

“In order to prevent any breach of 
neutrality, it has been agreed with the 
commanding general to transport to 
lodging places in Germany these Greek 
troops, in the status of neutrals, with 
their entire arms and equipments. 
Here they will enjoy hospitality unti] 
their fathcrland is free of invaders.” 

The official German statement is in 
conflict with dispatches filed at Ath- 
ens yesterday, which stated that 1,500 
Greek soldiers at Kavala had been re- 
moved on warships of the entente allies 
to the Island of Thasos. It is possible 
however, that these troops were divid- 
ed into two factions, as were the Greek 
soldiers at Saloniki, and that the non- 
interventionists are to be taken to Ger- 
many, the pro-entente soldiers going 
to Thasos. 

Two Forts Recaptured. 


When the Bulgarians entered Greek 
Macedonia a force of Greek soldiers 
under .Colonel Christodoulos resisted 
the Bulgarians, engaging them in ae- 
tions near Seres and Drama. Later it 
was reported that this force had ap- 
peared at Kavala and had recaptured 
two forts from the Bulgarians. This 
has not been confirmed officially, how- 
ever, and the German report evidently 
alludes to some other Greek officer. 

The eleventh Greek division, station- 
ed at Saloniki, to which reference is 
made in the German communication, 
was attacked by Greek revolutionists. 
Some of the soldiers of this division 
remained loyal to the king. It has not 
been made known authoritatively what 
became of the others, whose fate is al- 
luded to in the German report. It was 
understood that the garrison had been 
disarmed and interned in Saloniki, Sub- 


sequently the loyal men made their way 
back to Athens and the others are re- 
ported to have joined the revolutionists.

positions in the hope of regaining their) 
transport line to the north, but all 
their efforts have been without suc-' 
cess and the French have maintained’ 
all their gains.

“Lively isolated fighting occurred to 
the north and south of Bouchavesnes. 
We completely maintained all our 
gains. :

“On the rest of the front nothing of 
importance occurred.” 

The official announcement of today 
follows: 

“North of the Somme during the 
night we repulsed several German at- 
tempts at the southern extremity of 
hill 76. According to late reports the 
violent and fruitless counter attacks 
delivered by the Germans yesterday in 
this region were carried out by a 
division hastily brought from the Ver- 
dun front. 

“South of the Somme the enemy 
made several unsuccessful attempts 
against various points on our new 
front. 

“West of Chaulnes during one of 
those attacks an enemy detachment 
about a company strong was caught 
under our fire and almost destroyed. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) two German attacks 
against our new positions in Vaux- 
Chapiter wood were repulsed easily. 

“The night was calm on the remain- 
der of the front.” 

The statement dealing with the Mace- 
donian front reads: 

“From the Struma to the Vardar 
there has been an intermittent can- 
nonade without any infantry action ex- 
cept some patrol engagements at dif- 
ferent points of the front. 

“West of the Vardar the Serbians 
continued their advance and captured 
at the point of the bayonet some Bul- 
Zarian trenches between Kovil and 
Vetrenik, and have made appreciable 
progress in the direction of Kaimak- 
calan (northeast of Lake Ostrovo).

“Army group of the German crown 
prince: On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) infantry engagements 
developed west of the Souville salient, 
accompanied at times by very lively 
activity of the artillery in the Thiau- 
mont-Chapitre sector.”

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AMERICAN PEOPLE 
HAVE CHOSEN ISSUE 


Wilson’s Successful Peace 
Policy Is Voters’ 
Thought, Says Marshall in 
Accepting Nomination. 


Indianapolis, Ind., September 14.— 
Thomas R. Marshall was notified here 
tonight of his renomination for vice 
president on the democratic ticket and 
formally accepted the honor. The cere- 
monies were the third of. the kind held 
in Indianapolis within the last few 
weeks. The other two notifications 
were for J. Frank Hanly, the prohfbi- 
tion presidential candidate, and Charles 

Fairbanks, republican vice presi- 
dential nominee. 

A large number of prominent demo- 
crats from all over the United States 
were present at the notification. In- 
formal political conferences were held 
by the leaders, and plans for the cam- 
paign were discussed thoroughly. Re- 
ports of what had been done in Indiana 
were made to National Chairman 
Vance McCormick. 

Martin H. Glynn, former governor of 
New York, delivered the speech of no- 
tification, after having been introduced 
by J. A. M. Adair, candidate for gov- 
ernor of Indiana, chairman of the cere- 
monies. All the speakers praised the 
present democratic administration, re- 
plied to the republican attacks: which 
had been made on it and expressed 
confidence of a democratic victory. 

A big parade preceded the cere- 
monies. 


Eulogizes President, 

In a speech of acceptance, phrased 
in characteristic vein, the vice presi- 
dent sketched briefly the legislative 
achievements of the administration, ia 
which he said he had been ‘an on- 
looker,”and eulogized the president as 
“the man who brooded over the re- 
public in storm-tossed times and by 
mere words spoke peace on the trou- 
bled seas of international politics.” A 
changed administration, he declared, 
would not dare repeal a single one of 
the important measures put on the 
statute books since March 4, 1912. 
Wanting an issue, he continued, the 
republicans had turned to foreign af- 
fairs, coining such phrases as “firm 
Americanism,” which they could not 
define. 

‘‘The American people this year have 
made their own issue,’ said Mr. Mar- 
shall. “Those that the parties present 
may be only side issues. The real 
issue of this campaign is that thought 
which goes with the father to his work 
or business, which engrosses every 
mother, wife or sweetheart, which sits 
down with them at every firesidé an‘ 
goes to bed with them in every home— 
and that thought is, ‘Can the president 
of the United States continue to so 
patiently manage our international af- 
fairs as to maintain honorable peace”’ 

‘The one bright, peaceful spot under 
the sun this day is America, and it is 
so because the president pleads guilty 
to the charge of using words rather 
than shot and shell and shrapnel. If 
America is to lead the world toward 
that now seemingly far distant goal 
where brute force shall be bound by 
wisdom and conscience in fetters which 
it can never again ‘break, then these 
are the hours for mere words.” 

Rap at Roosevelt. 


The vice president made a caustic 
reference to the refusal] of Theodore 
Roosevelt to accept the progressive 
presidential renomination, declaring 
the former president was a leader “who 
promised he would lead at Armageddon, 
but who, alas! deserted at Bull Moose 
Run,” and now had “turned his back 
on the Holy Land.” He predicted that 
the issues put forward by the repub- 
licans would not be accepted as such 
by the people in the present abnormal 
year, adding, ‘“‘You cannot interest a 
bridegroom in the tariff nor a widow 
in the coffin trust.” 

The all-important question of what 
the republicans would have done re- 
garding the Lusitania, Mexico and Bel- 
gium, said the vice president, had not 
been answered by the party’s presi- 
dential candidate, Mr. Hughes. He 
added that “firm Americanism” ghould 
be categorically defined by those who 
had coined it, and declared the people 
would not be willing to discharge one 
doctor because he was criticised by an- 
other who offered no remedv. 

“In my Opinion,” said Mr. Marshal) 
“the average American wants to know 
who is _ in the partnership with Can- 
didate Hughes in this ‘firm American- 
ism.’

Washington, September 14.—The 
Tennessee national guard, encamped at 
Nashville, was ordered to the Mexican

Russia and Japan Give 
Formal Assurance That 
Treaty Does Not Affect In- 
tegrity of China. 


Washington, September 14.—Both 
Japan and Russia have given the Unit- 
ed States formal assurances that the 
new Russo-Japanese treaty does not re- 
peal or affect the treaties of 1907 and 
1910, in which those nations pledged 
themselves to majntain the integrity of 
China and the open door policy. 

The assurances were given to Am- 
bassadors Guthrie at Tokio and Fran- 
cis at Petrograd, in response to inqui- 
ries. The state department today re- 
ceived from Mr. Guthrie a note on the 
subject addressed to him by the Jap- 
anese foreign office, stating in un- 
equivocal terms that Japan had not 
for a moment entertained an inten- 
tion of departing from these policies. 

Department officials let it be known 
that the statements were enfirely sat- 
isfactory and that inquirief’ egarding 
the new treaty, over wM 1. they had 
been considerably perturbed, probably 
would not be pressed further. ; 


Note From Japan. 


The Japanese note received through 
Ambassador Guthrie was made public 
by the state department today as fol- 
lows: 

“The imperial government desires to 
assure the American government that 
the new convention is in no sense de- 
Signed to repeal or modify the provi- 
sions of article 2 
concluded between Japan and Russia 
on July 31, 1907, “nor have the impe- 
rial government entertained for a mo- 
ment any intention to depart from the 
policy to which they have avowedly 
committed themselves respecting the 
maintenance of the independence and 
territorial integrity of China as well 
as the principle of equal opportunity 
for the trade of all nations in that 
country. On the contrary, they are as 
strongly convinced as ever of the use- 
fulness of that policy in the interest of 
the general peace and stability in the 
Far East which they have always very 
near their hearts.” 

Assurances From Russia. 

The result of similar inquiries made 
for the state départment at Petrograd 
regarding the effect of the new treaty 
is commented upon by the state de- 
partment as follows: 

“The minister for foreign affairs of 
the imperial Russian government ‘in 
like manner assured the American am- 
bassador, in response to his inquiry, 
that his government had not with- 
drawn from the conventions of 1907 
and 1910, but will maintain unimpair- 
ed the provisions of those agreements 
notwithstanding the fact that no men- 
tion of them was made in the conven- 
tion of 1916.”

NICK ALTROCK AND 
THE HITLESS WONDERS 


This is the fortieth anniversary of 
Nicholas Altrock, once famous twirler 
of the White Sox in the Fielder Jones 
era, and latterly the rival of Germany 
Schaefer for the honor of being the 
chief comedian of the diamond. 

Nick was born in Cincinnati on Sep- 
tember 15, 1876,-and played with Grand 
Rapids, Louisville Nationals, Columbus, 
Syracuse, Toronto, Los Angeles, Mil- 
waukee and Boston before he broke 
into the limelight with the Comiskey 
clan. 

Ten years 


when Nicholas was 
one of the star hurlers of the Fielder 
Jones staff and helped to pitch the 
White Sox to the championship, his bat- 
tery mates were Frank Owen, “Iron 
Man” Frank Smith, Ed Walsh, G. Har- 
ris (‘Doo’) White and Roy Patterson. 
All have vanished from the great white 
flame, Walsh being the last survivor of 
the illustrious coterie. 

Altrock was not only a great pitcher 
in his day, but he was a valuable man 
in other ways to have upon a team. 
In the heat and tension of a pennant 
struggle the players are likely to get 
frazzled as to nerves, and to “blow up” 
at the most inopportune time. To pre- 
vent such a disaster Nick was always 
on hand with the funny stuff that re- 
lieved the situation and enabled his 
playmates to “let down.” When a mem- 
ber of the club showed a tendency to 
be morbid or grouchy because of some 
miscue, Nick was the Little Sunshine 
who could be depended on to cheer him 
up. There isn’t any laugh column in 
the box score, and Nick didn’t get of- 
ficial credit for his comedian stunts, 
but he saved many a game by inject- 
ing numor into an otherwise: tragic 
situation.

DE KALB’S OPPORTUNITY. 

The DeKalb county mergerites have had 
their day in court and lost. They should 
now accept the inevitable and get to work 
to put DeKalb into the ranks of Georgia’s 
“bix six’ counties—an ambition both pos- 
sible and well worth achieving. 

The constant agitation of the merger 
proposition, and the uncertainty accompa- 
nying it, will do DeKalb no good. Unset- 
tled conditions always block progress; and 
if any considerable proportion of the peo- 
ple of DeKalb continue to pursue this ignis 
fatuus, the result is naturally going to be 
to hold the county back. 

Settled as it has been at the polls, and 
somewhat emphatically so, from the view- 
point of DeKalb, the mergerites of that 
county should now proceed to drop it forth- 
with, and get back to business and the 
re-establishment of conditions upon an as- 
sured and certain basis. 

DeKalb has already shown an extraordi- 
‘narily large increase in population since the 
census of 1910. She is growing and grow- 
ing rapidly. In the census of 1920, now 
just four years off, she has a chance of 
building herself up to one of the six fore- 


_most counties of the state, with three rep- 


resentatives in the general assembly. That, 
as far as power in the administration of 
state affairs is concerned, would put her 
upon a par with Fulton. 

And, as a matter of fact, Fulton is now 
helping DeKalb toward that achievement. 
With the rapid extension of Atlanta’s sub- 
urbs into DeKalb on the east, we are as- 
sisfing in the building of that county as 
she has never built before. 

In the effort, too, the splendid work of 
the Decatur Board of Trade must not be 
overlooked. In recent years that organi- 
gation has done wonders for city and coun- 
ty. There is, perhaps, no more patriotic 
or enthusiastic civic organization in the 
state. Well-officered and directed, it has 
made DeKalb known over and above some 
of the more populous and more wealthy 
counties of the state. 

DeKalb is a great and resourceful coun- 
ty and it is filled with people who are loyal 
to it, even where their daily efforts call 
them to other communities. 

There is, perhaps, no county in Georgia 
today with greater opportunities for rapid 
advancement. If her people will only make 
up their minds now to look at this side of 
the picture and exploit these remarkable 
possibilities for what they are worth, it 
will not be long before DeKalb will easily 
and worthily take her stand as one of the 
“bix six’ counties of the state. 

And that achievement with all that it 
means is well worth the effort.

The Real Issue Involved 
In Wilson Versus Hughes 


Editor Constitution: Mr. Hughes, repub- 
lican candidate for president, is not only op- 
posed to the income tax as a means of help- 
ing to pay a part of the government's ex- 
penses by the wealthy, but he is opposed to 
big fortunes paying any taxes at all. He 
would confine taxes to the tariff and would 
do away with the income tax altogether, and 
also increase the tariff tax rates on imports 
and thereby incréase the taxes paid by con- 
sumers, the great majority of whom, say 
95 per cent, are poor people. 

The poor have no incomes from which 
taxes can be gathered, therefore Mr. Hughes 
wants the income tax law repealed and not 
only free big fortunes from this tax, but 
he wants the tariff increased that the masses 
may practically pay all the United States 
taxes. 

Everyone who buys from a store or other- 
wise pays a tax upon each article purchased, 
as all commodities are regulated, or includ- 
ed in the customs or tariff tax laws, and 
the higher the tariff upon that article, the 
greater the amount the buyer pays to the 
government. 

Poor people have larger families, usually, 
than the rich, and therefore the greater bur- 
den falis upon them. As an illustration, I 
will instance the case of the late Hettie 
Green who left a fortune of $100,000,000 to 
her two children, a son and a daughter. 

I am a poor mam have worked most 
of my life for a small salary, and have 
reared eight children, four sons and four 
daughters, and have toiled hard and have 
succeeded in- giving to each of my children a 
collegiate education. 

I have clothed them comfortably notwith- 
standing I did so weighted down under a 
republican high. protective tariff which com- 
pelled me to pay $3 for each article of $2 
value. ° 

Now, let me draw a comparison between 
Hettie Green’s case and my own. She is 
said to have always been very close in her 
expenditures, occupying a rented, cheap house 
and reared her little family inexpensively 
and, as lam informed, has not expended upon 
her children as much per capita as 1 have 
upon my large family. 

Take one article of clothing and say that 
she and I have furnished each of our chil- 
dren two suits per year—a winter and a 
Summer suit—and that the tariff tax upon 
them was 560 per cent. These suits cost 
abroad $20 and plus the tariff $10 at our 
custom house, $30. Mrs. Green paid for her 
four suits $120, including $40 tax; I paid upon 
18 suits (including my wife’s) $540, including 
$180 tariff tax. I estimate the suits con- 
Stituted about one-fourth of our purchases. 
I, therefore, paid out for goods each year 
$2,160, of which $720 is government tax, while 
Mrs. Green paid $480, of which $160 is tax. 

I paid each year from a small salary $560 
more tax than Hettie Green paid on a fortune 
of $100,000,000, and although she had a great- 
er income in one day than I had in a year, 
I paid 444 times more tax under Mr. Hughes’ 
system than Hettie Green paid. 

Mr. Hughes wants the income tax and the 
inheritance tax repealed so that Hettie Green 
and those similarly situated will be re- 
lieved therefrom, and the tariff tax rate 
increased that the great tax burden may fall 
elsewhere. The republican party has always 
stood for the classes against the masses and 
has legislated from the beginning to force the 
poor masses to pay more of the govern- 
ment expenses, and has used every device to 
“protect” and shield big fortunes from taxes, 
hence it is that Mr. Hughes condemns Wood- 
row Wilson, the income and the inheritance 
taxes, and would re-enact the old republican 
tariff tax upon a much higher scale and 
thereby impose upon the struggling masses 
the support of the government and let big 
fortunes go free. 

Mr. Hughes calls upon Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Roosevelt to come to his aid and help him 
repeal the income and the inheritance tax 
acts, and incrase the tariff tax, so’ that 
hundreds of thousands of widows who have 
large families of little children, whose en- 
tire belongings would not sell for $100, shall 
be made to pay more taxes to the United 
States government than Mrs. Green (and 
.others like her) paid, although Mrs. Green 
owned $100,000,000 of property.

Reserve Bank to Charge 
Lower Rate of Interest 


Hereafter the federal reserve banks of 
Atlanta and Clevelafd, Ohio, may loan money 
to member banks at a 3% per cent interest 
rate on 15-day notes, according to a rul- 
ing by the federal reserve board at Wash- 
ington, D. C., yesterday. The rule applies 
also to the federal reserve bank at Minneap- 
Olis, Minn., the only difference being that 
its interest rate is limited to 4 per cent on 
fifteen-day paper, and a 4 per cent charge 
on fifteen-day maturities already had been 
appropriated for the federal reserve bank 
at Richmond. 

This ruling was authorized by the amend- 
ment to the federal reserve banking law 
which amendment, was enacted during the 
final days of the last session of congress, and 
the application of it locally is expected to 
prove of considerable advantage to Atlanta. 

Under the existing banking laws, the 
Atlanta federal reserve bank could loan 
money togmember banks on the borrowing 
bank’s own notes secured by bills receivable 
and eligible to discount. According to Gov- 
ern Joseph A. McCord, the reserve banks 
asked for a three-and-a-half rate on short- 
time paper, and Thursday’s ruling was con- 
formitory with that request. 

It means, according to Mr. McCord, that 
the small bank may now put up its note, se- 
cured by its customers’ notes, to a better ad- 
vantage than before; and it will give Atlanta 
a Jarge volume of business heretofore going 
to New York banks, which alone were for- 
merly in position to handle that class of 
business advantageously.

Davis, will not result in an advance 
of the general level of the present 
rates, but will be arrived at by ad- 
vances and reductions which will leave 
the rate about the same as at present, 
with the exception of substantial re- 
ductions to local points on syrup in 
cans. The proposed rate Mr. Davis 
regarded as al! but unreasonably low, 
and as highly favorable to the syrup 
producers of Georgia. He made com- 
parisons of the proposed Georgia rates 
with the rates in nearby states tu show 
that the rate is exceedingly reason- 
able as compared with the rates else- 
where. © 

Discussing the proposed rates on 
shipments in wood from Columbus to 
common points, such as Atlanta, Athens, 
Milledgeville, and other points, Mr. 
Davis stated that, taken as a whole, 
the proposed carload rates represent 
reductions, while the proposed less 
than carload rates represent advances. 
Discussing shipments in cans, he ‘stated 
that the present rates to common points 
are depressed below the present mile- 
age scale. The proposed introduction 
of a strict mileage basis, however, he 
said, will eliminate the depressed rates, 
but in numerous cases will result in 
further reductions on the shipments 
in cans. 

Mr. Davis explained that the pro- 
posed ‘scale on molasses and syrup, in 
glass, packed, will result in reduc- 
tions in practically every instance, both 
carload and less than carload. 

The proposed scale for molasses and 
syrup in barrels, half-barrels, kegs and 
hogsheads, represents slight advances 
in the less than carload rates and in 
the carload rates for distances under 
110 miles, while for distances over 110 
miles substantial reductions have been 
proposed in the carload rates. 

The carriers have decided to ask the 
commission to allow their rates orig- 
inally proposed for raw syrup in wood 
moving to refining points, in carloads, 
be made to apply to all points in the 
state generally. 

For syrup and molasses in tank cars 
reductions are ‘proposed for distances 
above 110 miles. 

The proposed rates on ‘stoves and 
ranges, carload and less than carload, 
were taken up at the afternoon ses- 
sion of Thursday.

Late returns from counties slow in 
reporting give the nomination for com- 
missioner of agriculture to J. J. Brown, 
and that for superintendent of public 
schools to the incumbent, M. L. Brit- 
tain. 

With four counties having a com- 
bined convention vote of eight missing, 
Brown has a total of 212 nominating 
votes in convention, as againgt 138 
fr J. D. Price, the incumbent. Brittain 
has 226 convention votes, while Alex M. 
Keese, his opponent, was 154. The num- 
ber of convehtion votes required to 
nominate is 192. 

The counties yet to report, each hav- 
ing two convention votes, are Appling, 
Coffee, Newton and Lowndes. 

These two were the closest contests 
throughout the counting of the ballots, 


‘and in eachit was a see-saw for suprem- 


acy until towards the last, when 
Brown for commissioner of agriculture, 
and Brittain for superintendent of 
schools, acquired and held a safe lead. 

Mr. Price, with the exception of Gov- 
ernor Nat E. Harris, of course, will, it 
appears, be the only elective’ state 
house officer to fail in his effort to be 
retained by the people for another 
term. 

A peculiar feature of these two con- 
tests is that Brown and Brittain each 
carried 86 of the 148 counties heard 
from, and Price and Keese each car- 
ried 62.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


In affirming the ruling of Judge Pen- 
dieton, in the Fulton superior court, 
in the ease of Griggs et al. vs. the At- 
lanta Board of Education, the supreme 
court yesterday terminated a contro- 
versy over the right of the board to 
change text-books in the schools, which 
created much discussion a little over 
a year ago, but which had been prac- 
tically adjusted before the court an- 
nounced its decision. 

In July of last year the board wi 

education ordered a change in the geog- 
raphies to be used in certain grades 
of the local public schools. Earle E. 
Griggs and other taxpayers sought tv 
enjoin the adoption of the new books 
on the ground that the parents would 
be put to unnecessary expense in pro- 
curing new ones and that the city or- 
dinance prohibited changes in text- 
books except at the end of five-year 
periods. The injunction was denied by 
Judge Pendleton, but the matter was 
adjusted at the time so that additional 
books would not have to ‘be purchased 
by those grades which were already 
using the old geographies, but the 
change would affect those only wha 
were beginning the book. 
In its decision the court holds that 
the mere failure ‘by the board of edi- 
cation to act promptly upon the expi- 
ration of five years would not cnerate 
as an affirmative readoption of the 
books formerly adopted,.so as to pre- 
vent the board at a later time from 
acting in regard to the'matter. It is 
declared that what was done pre- 
viously did not amount to the adop- 
tion of Frye’s geographies so as to pre- 
vent the adoption of another text-book 
at the time when the board acted.

money paid for the stock purchased | 
by him, provided there were sufficient ; 
assets to authorize his reimbursement, 
after satisfying the demands of com- 
mon creditors. 
Synopsis of Legal Points. 

The headnotes of the decision, which 
are brief, contain a synopsis of the 
legal points and conclusions involved 
in the decision, which was rendered by 
Justice Evans, as follows: 

“1. Under the allegations of the pe- 
tition, the plaintiff will be entitled to 
the rescission of his contract for the 
purchase of stock in the defendant cor- 
poration, and to the recovery of the 
consideration paid therefor, if such re- 
lief could ibe had without loss to the 
creditors whose indebtedness was cre- 
ated subsequent to the purchase of the 
stock. 

“2. If one purchases stock in a cor- 
poration, and thereupon the company 
proceeds to do business upon the basis 
that he is a stockholder and incurs in- 
debtedness, such a purchaser cannot, 
after insolvency, of the company, ob- 
tain relief on the ground of fraudulent 
representations of the agent of the 
company in selling him the = stock 
as against creditors thus obtaining 
rights.” 

In the tbody of the decision, the su- 
preme court holds that under the alle- 
gations of the petition the Empire Life 
Insurance company perpetrated an ac- 
tual fraud upon the plaintiff, Judge J. 
R. Brown, in the procurement of the 
contract to ‘buy its shares of stock, and 
that there was no lack of diligence on
